To  His  Excellency,  John  T.  Eich,  Governor  of  the  Stale  of  Michigan: 

Sib — Id  compliance  with  the  law  governing  this  department,  I  respect- 
fully submit  to  yon  the  twenty-third  annual  report  from  this  office. 

It  includes  the  annual  reports  of  the  various  railroad  corporations 
doing  business  in  this  State  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1894,  with 
condensed  tables  and  statistics  gathered  therefrom,  and  other  tables  con- 
taining information  from  various  sources,  also  such  matter  pertaining  to 
the  official  acts  of  the  Commissioner  and  current  railroad  events  as  are 
considered  to  be  of  interest  to  the  publio  and  railroad  managements. 

Many  misleading  statistical  statements  are  found  in  all  former  annual 
reports  of  Commissioners,  and  will  be  in  this,  owing  to  the  fact  that  many 
of  the  railroads  doing  business  in  this  State  are  located  partly  within  and 
partly  without  the  State,  and  each  of  said  roads  includes  in  its  annual 
report  its  entire  system,  thus  making  the  reports  of  railroads  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  State  cover  a  business  and  mileage  nearly  three  times  greater 
than  what  is  located  wholly  within  State  lines.  The  misleading  feature 
oomes  in  by  the  reasonable  presumption  that  a  State  officer's  report  covers 
only  State  business,  which  is  not  the  fact  in  reports  of  Commissioners  of 
Railroads.  For  the  purpose  of  avoiding  this  misleading  feature  in  this 
Teport,  great  oare  has  been  taken  to  separate  the  facts  which  pertain  to 
interstate  mileage  and  traffic  from  those  belonging  exclusively  to  the  State, 
and  at  the  same  time  retain  the  valuable  information  given  by  interstate 
railroads  taken  as  a  whole. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  roads,  and  such  parts  of  roads  located  within 
the  State,  for  the  year  1894,  are  muoh  less  than  those  for  1893.  Bat  there 
is  a  hopeful  outlook  that  there  will  be  increased  earnings  for  the  year 
1895  over  the  previous  year.  This  is  indicated  by  earnings  statements 
made  monthly  to  this  department. 

Only  one  road  has  gone  into  the  bands  of  receivers  during  the  year, 
while  for  the  same  period  two  roads  have  been  sold  on  mortgage,  reorgan- 
ized under  new  names  and  taken  from  oontrol  of  receivership. 
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OPERATION  OP  ROADS. 

No  grave  difficulties  have  been  encountered  in  the  operation  of  roads 
during  the  past  year,  which  gives  a  wide  contrast  to  those  met  with  dur- 
ing the  preceding  year. 

The  extreme  dry  season  has  been  attended  by  destructive  fires  to  rail- 
road and  adjoining  property,  but  the  loss  by  fire,  although  large,  is  not  as 
great  as  in  1894.  The  railroad  calamities  of  that  year  caused  by  fire,  coal 
famine  and  railroad  strike,  will  long  be  remembered  in  the  history  of  rail- 
road operation. 

The  earnings  of  roads  have  been  disappointing,  but  their  operation,  as 
a  whole,  has  been  attended  with  very  favorable  conditions  during  the 
entire  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  repeat  what  I  made  special  mention  of  in  my  last  year's 
report,  that  not  one  passenger  has  been  killed  during  this  year  by  what 
could  properly  be  called  a  railroad  J  aooident.  Two,  reported  as  pas- 
sengers, were  found,  on  investigation,  to  have  been  killed  by  their  own 
oarelessness,  which  goes  far  to  prove  that  safety  appliances  and  conditions 
have  not  been  neglected.  The  men  employed  to  do  railroad  work  are 
worthy  of  high  commendation;  their  work  proves  that  a  steadfast  watch- 
fulness has  been  striotly  observed  in  all  their  labor,  also  that  they  are  sober, 
industrious  and  intelligent  men,  and  for  this  faithful  service  appreciative 
people  can  well  be  thankful. 

ECONOMY  IN  MANAGEMENT. 

The  demand  for  economy  made  upon  railroad  managements  by  the 
shrinkage  of  earnings  for  the  year  1893  has  been  continued  and  oarried 
out  with  increased  vigilanoe,  and  the  end  is  not  yet.  Great  care  and  skill 
have  been  praotioed  by  officials  and  employes  in  all-  their  various  depart- 
ments to  meet  this  growing  demand  for  economy  and  at  the  same  time 
avoid  the  hazardous  methods  of  having  it  done  at  the  expense  of  safety 
and  service.  The  knowledge  and  experience  gained  in  railroad  manage- 
ment during  the  last  few  years  of  business  depression,  have  been  of  no 
little  value.  Lasting  lessons  in  the  praotioe  of  how  to  save  have  been 
learned  in  the  operation  of  roads;  in  what  particular  branoh  it  is  safe  to 
lessen  expense,  and  in  what  it  is  not  safe.  It  has  taken  from  the  roads 
their  speculative  value  and  plaoed  them  on  a  firmer  foundation  against 
the  time  to  oome. 

NATIONAL  CONVENTION  OP  RAILROAD  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  National  Convention  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  held  annually,  has 
been  considered  of  such  importance  by  m^  predecessors  in  office  as  to 
require  their  attendance.  In  keeping  with  this  precedent,  and  believing 
that  benefit  would  result  from  it,  I  have  attended  three  conventions  held 
at  Washington,  D.  C,  and  at  the  last  meeting  had  the  honor  of  being 
elected  president  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Many  important  subjects  were  discussed  bearing  upon  methods  and 
means  to  promote  safety  in  operation  and  best  service  to  the  people  in  the 
management  of  railroads.     I  am  confirmed  in  the  belief  that  the  inter- 
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ohanging  of  views  by  the  railroad  commissioners  of  the  several  states  has 
been  of  great  service  and  practical  benefit.  It  is  well  understood  that 
railroad  business  is  not  oon fined  to  State  lines.  The  same  oars  and 
ooaohes  move  on  oontinuous  lines  through  the  several  states,  necessitating 
a  cooperation  in  oarrying  out  any  needed  reform  by  government  regula- 
tions. The  questions  of  reasonable  rates,  uniform  classification  of  freight, 
safety  methods  of  heating  and  lighting  oars,  automatic  couplers  and 
other  safety  appliances,  oannot  be  so  well  perfected  or  made  effeotual  by 
a  state  aoting  singly  as  by  a  concerted  action  of  all  the  states.  Every 
railroad  commissioner  or  other  officer  charged  with  the  duty  of  regulating 
railroads  has  a  right  to  a  seat  in  the  convention.  The  interstate  com- 
merce commission  sit  with  the  national  convention  and  take  an  active 
part  in  its  deliberations.  Exchange  of  thought  and  oonoerted  action  by 
suoh  officers  as  make  up  this  body  oan  but  result  in  good  to  the  people, 
and  at  the  same  time  establish  a  standard  of  fairness  to  the  railroad  com- 
panies. 

FREIGHT  AND  PASSENGER  RATES. 

The  question  of  rates  is  -one  of  universal  interest  and  affects  the  great 
body  of  producers  and  consumers.  The  cost  of  transportation  largely 
makes  the  per  cent  of  loss  or  gain  in  the  various  industries  of  the  business 
world. 

The  oarrying  trade  is  a  constant  and  universal  necessity,  and  so  wide- 
spread and  powerful  in  its  operation  and  of  such  vital  concern  to  the  com- 
mercial interests  and  prosperity  of  the  people,  that  the  intervention  of 
state  and  federal  authority  should  be,  and  is,  exercised  to  regulate  and 
control  the  scale  of  charges,  to  prevent  exactions  or  inequalities.  This  is 
the  oentral  idea  of  regulation  and  the  special  province  of  government 
control. 

The  people  of  Michigan  have  little,  if  any,  reason  for  complaint  that 
railroads  are  unreasonable  in  their  charges  for  the  oarrying  of  freight 
This  is  not  due  to  legislative  enactments  fixing  rates,  for  suoh  are  more 
liberal  than  in  many  other  states;  neither  is  it  due  to  the  generosity  of 
our  roads.  Freight  rates  in  this  State  are  established  by  conditions  more 
binding  than  statute  law.  Large  lakes  and  rivers  nearly  surroud  our  ter- 
ritory, making  a  highway  for  oheap  water  transportation ;  and  the  low 
rates  set  by  boats  loading  at  many  harbors  and  piers  on  our  borders  set 
the  rates  that  railroads  have  to  meet.  This  competition  in  the  oarrying 
trade  largely  relieves  the  State  from  providing  a  system  of  fixing  freight 
rates. 

The  question  of  passenger  rates  is  not  so  well  settled;  much  public  dis- 
cussion has  been  had  on  the  subject  during  the  past  year.  Better  and 
more  convenient  interchangeable  tickets  for  travel  on  the  various  roads  of 
the  State  has  been  earnestly  requested.  This  request  has  been  considered 
reasonable,  and  no  doubt  in  the  near  future  it  will  be  largely  complied 
with.  When  mileage  tickets  are  purchased  at  the  same  rate  per  mile  as 
ordinary  tickets,  there  will  be  no  trouble  about  making  them  interchange- 
able or  good  to  any  person  holding  them.  This  is  the  great  obstacle  in 
the  way  of  preventing  a  more  liberal  use  of  1,000  mile  tickets.  It  is  my 
convictions  that  if  there  is  any  virtue  in  the  dootrine  of  equal  rights  to 
all  and  special  privileges  to  none,  it  should  apply  in  that  of  transportation. 
National  and  State  authority  exercised  to  regulate  commerce  would  oome

far  short  of  its  duty  did  it  not  seek  to  prevent  favoritism* and  discrimina- 
tion. Excursion  rates,  or  speoial  rates  for  special  oooasions,  if  allowed, 
should  be  governed  by  the  strictest  methods  of  fairness,  void  of  all  par- 
tiality ;  but  in  all  ordinary  travel  in  every  day  pursuits  of  business  or 
pleasure,  only  one  rate  for  the  same  service  should  be  allowed,  and  that 
fixed  by  law. 

The  central  feature  of  the  aot  of  congress  to  regulate  commerce  in  the 
states  is  to  establish  equality,  ^equal  privileges  and  facilities  at  shipping 
points  and  equal  to  shippers,  to  prevent  one  town  or  city  being  crippled 
by  another  town  or  city,  to  prevent  large  shippers  from  destroying  the 
business  of  smaller  ones,  and  to  prevent  railroads  from  ruining  eaoh  other. 
Labored  effort  has  been  wisely  put  forth  by  the  interstate  commerce  com- 
mission to  enforce  the  requirements  of  the  law.  State  legislatures  and 
state  commissioners  have  been  oalled  upon  to  cooperate  in  the  work  of 
making  uniform  classifications  and  fixing  reasonable  and  just  rates.  The 
-greatest  difficulty  the  commission  has  to  overcome  is  to  prevent  the  prac- 
tice of  favoritism  and  discrimination  between  persons  and  places.  The 
laws  of  this  State  not  only  allow  discrimination,  but  encourage  it, 
wherein  railroad  companies  are  required  to  sell  1,000  mile  tiokets  on  a 
contraot  33  per  oent  less  than  the  limit  of  rate  fixed  for  a  less  number  of 
miles  for  the  same  servioe,  thus  making  a  gross  discrimination  between 
passengers  entitled  to  the  same  treatment.  It  violates  the  principles  of 
justice  the  same  as  if  the  law  of  the  State  required  that  one  hundred  oar 
loads  of  freight  be  oarried  for  a  shipper  thirty -three  per  oent  less  per  car 
than  for  ten  carloads,  from  the  same  station  to  the  same  destination. 

That  a  distinction  should  be  made  between  wholesale  and  retail  busi- 
ness the  same  as  in  other  commercial  transactions  may  seem  reasonable  to 
the  large  shipper,  but  this  principle  should  not  apply  to  a  public  carry- 
ing line,  that  has  acquired  great  privileges  by  the  sacred  right  of  eminent 
domain.  It  would  allow  the  strong  to  have  unequal  advantage  over  the 
weak  and  foster  a  personal  monopoly  detrimental  to  publio  interests  and 
national  polioy.  The  laws  of  the  State  regulating  traffic  should  be  so 
amended  as  to  prevent  discrimination  and  not  to  require  it. 

I  do  not  hold  that  all  railroads  in  the  State  should  be  brought  under 
one  standard  of  rates,  but  that  eaoh  road  or  class  of  roads  should  have  but 
one  price  for  the  same  service,  and  that  made  as  low  as  its  earning 
capacity  will  allow. 

ANNUAL  INSPECTION. 

A  close  and  careful  inspection  of  the  general  traffic  lines  in  the  State 
has  been  made,  as  the  law  provides.  A  separate  and  specific  report  of 
eaoh  road,  giving  a  description  of  the  conditions  of  the  property,  inprove- 
ments  and  defects  in  as  short  and  concise  a  manner  as  possible,  is  here- 
with given. 

ANN  ARBOR. 

The  Toledo,  Ann  Arbor  &  North  Michigan  Railway  has  been  reorgan- 
ized and  given  a  new  name,  as  expressed  in  the  title.  Speoial  mention 
has  been  made  in  former  reports  of  the  many  valuable  improvements 
made,  and  in  process  of  construction,  in  roadway  and  structures  of  this 
road.     We  are  pleased   to  add  that  the  work  of  reduoing  the  grades, 
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straightening  the  roadbed  and  general  improvements,  has  been  continued 
during  the  past  year  with  increased  vigor.  Six  steam  shovels  and  a  large 
foroe  of  men  have  been  employed  to  do  the  work.  Former  predictions  are 
fully  assured,  that  this  road  will  soon  stand  among  the  first,  running 
north  and  south  through  lower  Michigan. 

AU  SABLE  &  NORTHWESTERN. 

This  is  a  narrow  gauge  road.  The  traffic  is  mostly  private,  but  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  carrying  of  passengers.  Road  bed  and 
track  are  in  fairly  good  condition.  Sufficient  tie  renewals  have  been 
made  to  keep  the  traok  in  safe  condition. 

CHICAGO,  KALAMAZOO  &  SAGINAW. 

On  inspection,  this  road  was  found  in  good  oondition ;  motive  power 
good,  but  some  of  the  passenger  equipment  was  found  to  need  repair. 
The  arrangments  are  that  this  fault  will  soon  be  remedied.  The  stoves 
now  used  in  the  coaches  for  heating  purposes  will  soon  be  replaced  by  a 
safer  method  of  heating. 

CHICAGO  &  NORftlWESTERN. 

This  road  stands,  taken  as  a  system,  among  the  first  of  the  roads  in  the 
west,  and  that  part  located  in  Michigan  is  well  up  to  the  standard  of 
excellence  which  characterizes  the  whole  road.  It  is  claimed  that  the 
main  line  in  Michigan  was  never  in  better  oondition  than  now,  and  that 
the  branches  are  kept  very  safe  and  serviceable.  The  motive  power, 
equipment  and  general  service  are  very  satisfactory. 

CHICAGO,  MILWAUKEE  &  ST.  PAUL. 

This  road  is  located  in  many  states.  That  part  which  is  in  Michigan  is 
being  rapidly  brought  to  the  general  standard  of  the  property  of  this  com- 
pany, which,  as  a  whole,  has  a  high  reputation.  Much  of  its  roadbed  in 
this  State  is  comparatively  new.  A  large  amount  of  ballast  has  been  pro- 
vided for  the  north  end  of  the  line.  It  is  well  railed  and  well  tied,  and  the 
service  rendered  is  good,  considering  the  amount  of  traffic. 

CHICAGO  A  WEST  MICHIGAN  AND  DETROIT,  LANSING  A  NORTHERN. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  and  material  used  in  the 
improvement  of  the  track  of  these  lines  during  the  past  season.  Over 
2,000  tons  of  new  steel,  JO  pounds  to  the  yard,  and  over  250,000  new  ties 
have  been  used  in  renewals.  Many  miles  of  fence  have  been  rebuilt  and 
repaired ;  a  large  number  of  small  traok  openings  have  been  filled  and 
bridges  are  in  good  oondition.  The  motive  power,  rolling  stock  and  gen- 
eral equipment  were  found  to  be  in  a  very  satisfactory  oondition,  and  the 
service  is  first-olass.  It  would  be  very  gratifying  to  citizens  living  along 
these  lines  to  hav6  a  few  new  station  buildings,  and  some  old  ones 
repaired. 
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CINCINNATI,  JACKSON  &  MACKINAW. 

This  road  has  passed  into  the  hands  of  a  receiver  during  the  last  year, 
and  radioal  changes  have  taken  place  to  put  this  road  in  better  condition, 
with  more  favorable  connections.  A  branch  of  this  road  is  being  con- 
structed from  a  place  near  Addison  on  the  main  line,  to  Jackson,  a  dis- 
tance of  18  miles.  Many  extensive  improvements  have  been  made  to 
roadway  and  structures;  some  60,000  ties  and  over  50  tons  of  steel  rails, 
60  pounds  to  the  yard,  have  been  used  in  renewal  of  track.  In  the  orig- 
inal construction  of  this  road  many  feet  of  track  openings  were  allowed, 
which  has  made  it  a  very  expensive  road  to  keep  in  repair.  This  faulty 
oondition  has  been  greatly  remedied  during  the  year.  Nearly  2,000  feet 
have  been  filled  and  permanent  oulverts  put  in;  over  4,000  lineal  feet  of 
bridging  have  been  wholly,  or  partly,  rebuilt.  This  involved  the  use  of 
some  750  feet  of  sewer  and  iron  piping.  Among  other  improvements  is 
noticed  that  many  pit  oattle  guards  have  been  replaced  by  surface  guards, 
and  split  switches  are  taking  the  place  of  stub  switches.  Much  of  the 
fencing  along  the  line  of  this  road  is  poor  and  should  be  repaired  or 
renewed  in  the  near  future. 

The  general  oondition  of  motive  power,  equipment  and  service  is  satis- 
factory.

CLEVELAND.  CINCINNATI,  CHICAGO  &  ST.  LOUIS. 

This  road,  known  as  the  Big  4,  has  a  short  branch  extending  into  the 
southwest  part  of  the  State.  It  is  well  looked  after  by  its  officials  and 
kept  in  a  safe  and  very  serviceable  oondition.  Boundary  fenoes  along  the 
line  of  the  road  are  the  most  neglected  of  any  thing  seen  in  connection 
with  the  road.  Extensive  repairs  will  be  required  in  the  near  future.  No 
complaint  oomes  to  this  department  against  the  service  of  the  road. 

DETROIT  &  MACKINAC. 

The  Detroit,  Bay  City  &  Alpena  road  has  been  reorganized  and  taken 
the  above  name.  It  has  absorbed  the  Alpena  &  Northern  Railroad  and 
is  extending  a  line  south  from  Emery  Junction,  which  is  now  in  prooess 
of  construction,  Bay  City  being  its  terminal  point.  It  is  expected  to  lay 
1,600  tons  of  steel  rails,  70  pounds  to  the  yard,  thereon  during  this  year. 
This  road,  as  a  whole,  has  been  much  improved,  2,000  tons  of  new  steel 
having  been  laid  on  main  line.  Many  lineal  feet  of  bridging  have  been 
renewed,  and  many  feet  filled.  Some  25,000  yards  of  ballast  have  been 
distributed  and  put  in  track.  The  motive  power  and  rolling  stock  are 
in  good  oondition. 

DULUTH,  SOUTH  SHORE  &  ATLANTIC. 

This  road  extends  east  and  west  through  the  entire  length  of  the  upper 
peninsula.  It  is  kept  in  a  good  oondition  for  the  handling  of  passengers 
and  freight.  The  motive  power  and  equipment  deserves  special  mention. 
A  large  part  of  the  track  east  of  Marquette  has  been  provided  with  an 
excellent  quality  of  limestone  gravel  which  makes  the  best  of  ballast;  this 
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places  the  track  in  a  splendid  condition.  There  are  a  number  of  large 
wooden  bridge  structures  that,  on  account  of  their  age,  need  olose  atten- 
tion and  frequent  repairs.  Extensive  renewals  in  bridging  will  be  needed 
in  the  near  future. 

The  Mineral  Range  and  Hancock  &  Calumet  Railroads  are  under  the 
sanje  general  management.  These  are  narrow  gauge  roads,  looated  in  the 
copper  regions.  They  are  doing  a  steady  and  profitable  business;  are 
well  built,  thoroughly  maintained  and  efficiently  operated.  New  bound- 
ary fences  have  been  constructed  on  nearly  the  entire  lines  during  the 
year.  The  equipment  and  general  facilities  are  equal  to  the  traffic 
nandled. 

FLINT  &  PERE  MARQUETTE. 

This  road  is  looated  wholly  within  the  State,  and  has  an  honored  State 
reputation.  Its  offioials  intend  to  keep  it  in  first-class  shape  and  have 
succeeded  remarkably  well.  An  unusual  number  of  ties  have  been  used 
in  renewal,  nearly  360,000  in  all.  A  number  of  bridges  and  oulverts  have 
been  renewed  or  filled.  The  long  trestle  over  the  Michigan  Central,  near 
Detroit,  has  been  three-fifths  filled.  Fencing  along  the  line  is  kept  in  a 
fairly  satisfactory  condition.  Some  few  complaints  have  been  made 
against  its  efficiency,  and  that  mainly  along  the  narrow  gauge  lines.  The 
usual  good  equipment  and  service  are  maintained  on  this  line. 

The  Sand  Beach  and  Almont  divisions  of  this  road  are  well  maintained 
in  the  line  of  service  and  safety.  Long  ties  are  used  in  making  renewals 
preparatory  to  making  these  divisions  standard  gauge,  and  it  is  antici- 
pated that  this  will  be  done  in  the  near  future. 

GRAND  RAPIDS  A  INDIANA. 

This  is  one  of  the  pioneer  roads  of  northern  Michigan,  and  has  done 
muoh  to  carry  the  forest  products  of  the  State  to  market,  and  develop  the 
western  part  of  the  State  from  the  Indiana  state  line  on  the  south  to  the 
Straits  of  Mackinac  on  the  north.  The  property  is  being  fairly  well  kept 
up.  During  the  year  some  210,000  ties  and  about  3,000  tons  of  steel 
rails,  70  pounds  to  the  yard,  have  been  used  in  renewals;  sixteen  bridges 
•  rebuilt  and  many  bridges  and  oulverts  have  been«filled.  Two  new  depots 
have  been  provided,  and  several  repaired.  The  motive  power  on  this  road 
is  equal  to  any  in  the  State,  and  the  equipment  and  service  are  satis- 
factory. The  Traverse  City  division  of  this  road  is  not  so  smooth  as  the 
main  line.  Old  steel  is  used  for  the  rails,  making  an  uneven  surfaoe,  but 
it  is  well  tied  and  the  road  is  considered  safe  for  publio  travel  at  the  rate 
of  speed  the  trains  are  scheduled  to  run. 
The  Muskegon  branch  is  kept  well  up  to  the  standard  of  the  main  line. 

GRAND  TRUNK  LINES  WEST  OF  THE  TUNNEL. 

This  system  occupies  a  prominent  position,  and  is  a  large  factor  in  the 
international  and  State  transportation  business.  It  is  the  only  road  that 
has  a  continuous  track  line  from  the  State  into  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 
The  St.  Clair  Tunnel  makes  the  connection  to  and  with  the  extensive 
eastern  Grand  Trunk  lines.  The  mechanical  design  and  oontruction  of 
this  tunnel  has  proven  very  satisfactory  to  its  builders. 
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The  Chicago  &  Grand  Trunk,  the  main  line  of  this  system,  is  one  of 
the  noted  trunk  lines  of  the  State.  The  roadway  and  strnotares  are 
well  up  to  the  standard  of  first-olaes  railroading.  One  hundred  thirty 
thousand  oak  ties  and  some  6,000  tons  of  steel  rails  have  been  used  in 
renewal;  and  there  is  now  distributed  along  the  line  100  miles  of  new  steel 
rail  for  immediate  use.  A  double  traok  is  being  oonstruoted  with  reduoed 
grades,  from  Port  Huron  to  Capao. 

The  Detroit,  Grand  Haven  &  Milwaukee  Railway,  Oinoinnati,  Saginaw 
&  Maokinaw  Railroad,  Toledo,  Saginaw  &  Muskegon  Railway,  Chicago, 
Detriot  &  Canada  Grand  Trunk  Junotion  Railway  and  Michigan  Air  Line 
Railway  are  located  wholly  within  the  State  and  belong  to  this  system. 

The  property  is  well  oared  for,  and  gives  safe  and  oonvenient  service ; 
sufficient  renewals  and  repair  have  been  made  to  maintain  the  general 
status  of  the  permanent  way  and  equipment.  It  is  desired  that  several 
passenger  stations  on  some  of  these  lines  shall  receive  special  attention 
by  way  of  renewals  in  the  near  future. 

INDIANA  &  LAKE   MICHIGAN. 

This  road  forms  a  small  part  of  the  Vandalia  line,  and  the  part  in  Mich- 
igan is  looated  entirely  in  Berrien  oounty.  It  has  a  good  roadbed  and 
track  and  well  equipped  with"  motive  power  and  rolling  stock.  Gives 
service  satisfactory  to  the  requirements. 

LAKE  SHORE  &  MICHIGAN  SOUTHERN  SYSTEM. 

The  main  line  of  this  road  was  one  of  the  first  built  in  [Michigan  and 
was  originally  owned  and  operated  by  the  State.  The  whole  system  in 
Michigan  can  be  called  but  little  more  than  feeders  to  the  main  line 
which  passes  through  Indiana  and  Ohio.  All  improvements  in  roadway 
and  structures  are  of  a  permanent  charaoter.  The  main  line  in  Michigan 
is  kept  first-class.  The  branches  are  kept  in  a  condition  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  traffio  that  passes  over  them. 

The  Kalamazoo  division  has  been  notably  improved ;  a  large  amount  of 
old  steel  has  been  sawed,  matched  and  laid  in  the  track  with  very  satis- 
factory results.     A  north  Y  has  been  put  in  at  Grosvenor,  which  is  of  . 
material  benefit  to  service  on  the  Fayette  branoh.     A  high  standard  of 
railroad  management  is  carried  out  over  the  entire  system. 

LOWELL  &  HASTINGS. 

This  is  one  of  the  shortest  roads  in  the  State  under  an  independent 
management.  No  occasion  has  arisen  to  find  fault  with  its  physical  con- 
dition or  management.  It  is  liable  to  be  an  important  faotor  to  make 
connections  with  a  new  road  under  contemplation  of  being  built,  to  be 
known  as  the  Central  Miohigan  Railroad. 

MANISTEE  &  NORTH  EASTERN. 

This  road  does  a  large  lumber  business,  also  its  passenger  service  is 
very  satisfactory.  The  traok  and  equipment  are  in  good  shape  and  com- 
petent servioe  is  rendered.     The  interlocking  plant  at  the  orossing  of  the

F.  &  P.  M.  B.  B.  at  Manistee,  is  not  in  as  good  a  state  of  repair  as  would 
be  desired.     It  will  require  renewal  at  an  early  date. 

MICHIGAN  CENTRAL  SYSTEM. 

The  main  line  of  this  system  is  one  of  the  early  chartered  roads  of  the 
State,  and  a  part  of  it  was  onoe  owned  and  operated  by  the  State.  All 
the  improvements  and  repairs  of  the  road  are  of  a  permanent  oharaoter. 
It  maintains  its  well  earned  reputation  of  being  a  first-class  road.  The 
standard  weight  of  steel  used  is  80  pounds  to  the  yard ;  two  thousand  four 
hundred  tons  have  been  used  in  renewals  on  main  line.  Two  large 
culverts  have  been  replaced  with  stone  arches. 

A  new  departure  has  been  practiced  on  the  Bay  Oity  division  in  the 
way  of  track  renewals  in  the  use  of  six  miles  of  worn  steel  which  has  been 
rerolled  and  25  miles  sawed  and  matched.  The  track  thus  treated  has,  so 
far,  proven  very  satisfactory,  and  will  later  demonstrate  the  practicability 
of  using  worn  steel  in  this  manner. 

Many  station  buildings  have  been  rebuilt  during  the  year.  The  equip- 
ment and  management  are  well  up  in  all  the  improvements  and  ways^in 
the  science  of  modern  railroading. 

MINNEAPOLIS,  ST.  PAUL  &  SAULT  STE.  MARIE. 

This  road  in  Michigan  is  a  part  of  an  extended  system'running  through 
other  states.  All  that  pertains  to  this  road  and  equipment  rank  well  with 
the  roads  in  the  upper  peninsula.  The  property  shows  improved  condi- 
tions and  with  its  management  does  a  first-class  carrying  business. 

PONTIAO,  OXFORD  &  NORTHERN. 

This  road  is  safely  and  economically  operated.  The  property  is  'well 
looked  after.  Twenty-two  thousand  ties  and  seven  tons  of  steel  rail  have 
been  used  in  renewals.  Permanent  structures  are  taking  the  place  of 
such  as  need  repair. 

SAGINAW,  TUSCOLA  &  HURON. 

This  road  is  very  favorably  located  for  a  short  line.  Has  coal  mines 
and  a  stone  quarry  along  its  line.  The  roadbed  and  track  are  kept  in  a 
very  safe  and  serviceable  condition.  Station  buildings,  motive  power  and 
general  equipment  amply  meet  the  requirements  of  the  traffic.  Many 
bridges  have  been  reconstructed  in  stone  and  iron  and  the  general  service 
is  excellent. 

SOUTH  HAVEN  &  EASTERN. 

This  is  a  narrow  gauge  road  running  from  South  Haven  to  Lawton. 
Its  traffic  is  light  and  its  operating  expenses  have  to  be  correspondingly 
small. 

In  my  last  annual  report  mention  was  made  that  the  road  was  found  on 
special  inspection  to  be  in  an  unsafe  condition,  and  trains  were  restricted 
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in  speed  not  to  exceed  twelve  miles  per  hour,  but  Binoe  that  time  repairs 
and  improvements  have  been  made  and  trains  have  been  allowed  to 
resume  their  normal  speed. 

The  road  will  need  many  tie  renewals  and  bridge  repairs  during  the 
coming  season.     General  watohfnl  oare  will  be  needed  to  keep  it  safe  for 

{>ublio  travel.     Many  miles  of  new  fenoing  will  have  to  be  built  along  the 
ine  of  its  right  of  way  in  the  near  future. 

WABASH. 

Only  a  small  part  of  this  road  is  located  in  Michigan,  and  no  fault  is 
found  with  the  character  of  service  rendered.  The  managing  offioers 
have  readily  and  cheerfully  complied  with  all  the  requirements  emanating 
from  this  department. 

CORPORATIONS. 

Eighty  companies  filed  reports  in  this  department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1894,  an  increase  of  two  over  last  year;  sixty-nine  com- 
panies do  a  general  railroad  business,  seven  are  used  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  mining  and  forest  products  exclusively,  two  provide  transfer,  and 
two  terminal  facilities.  The  entire  traftoe  of  the  State  is  under  the  con- 
trol and  operation  of  forty-three  corporations.  The  following  three  com- 
panies filed  reports  for  the  first  time :  Midland  &  Hubbard,  Midland  & 
Northern  and  Wisconsin  &  Michigan.  The  St.  Joseph  Valley  Railroad, 
which  was  ordered  to  suspend  operations  in  August,  1893,  had  not 
resumed  business  up  to  January  1,  1895.  Lake  oounty,  an  ore  and  forest 
road,  has  disappeared  from  the  list  of  railroads ;  it  was  not  operated  in 
1894,  as  the  iron  was  take  up  and  the  road  abandoned.  The  following 
roads  were  in  the  hands  of  receivers  at  the  olose  of  1891:  T.,  A.  A.  &  NT 
M.  R'y,  Gogebio  &  Montreal  River  R.  R.,  Detroit,  Bay  City  &  Alpena 
R.  R.,  and  Cincinnati,  Jackson  *&  Mackinaw  R'y. 

In  February,  1895,  the  Detroit,  Bay  City  &  Alpena  R.  R.  was  bought 
by  the  Detroit  &  Mackinac  R'y,  and  in  April,  1895,  the  Alpena  &  North- 
ern was  sold  and  came  under  the  control  of  the  Detroit  &  Mackinac.  The 
latter  road  has  filed  a  map  and  is  building  a  road  from  Emery  Junction  to 
south  line  of  Arenac  oounty.  The  Detroit,  Bay  City  &  Alpena  and  the 
Alpena  &  Northern  will  be  dropped  from  future  reports. 

In  September,  1895,  the  Toledo,  Ann  Arbor  &  North  Michigan  Rail- 
way was  reorganized  under  the  corporate  name  of  the  Ann  Arbor  Railroad 
Company,  which  filed  articles  of  incorporation  with  the  Secretary  of  State 
September  21,  1895.  By  this  action  the  control  of  the  road  was  taken 
from  the  hands  of  receiver. 

The  Jackson  &  Cincinnati  Railway  filed  a  map,  October  9,  1895,  of  a 
proposed  road  from  Jackson  to  Addison  in  Lenawee  county,  where  it  will 
connect  with  the  Cincinnati,  Jackson  &  Mackinaw. 

The  Michigan  Central  has  built  a  short  road  in  Wayne  oounty,  about 
six  miles  lone,  called  the  Detroit,  Delray  &  Dearborn  Railroad,  from  the 
village  of  DeTrav  to  the  village  of  Dearborn ;  this  pieoe  of  road  oonneots 
the  main  line  of  the  Michigan  Central  with  its  Detroit  &  Toledo  road. 

The  usual  statement  showing  articles  of  association  filed  by  new  roads, 
amendments  of  charters,  and  other  changes  affecting  the  status  of  railroad 
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companies  sinoe  the  oloee  of  the  preceding  report,  will  be  found  in 
appendix  hereto. 

STATISTICAL  AND  SPECIAL  TABLES. 

The  substance  of  the  usual  statistical  tables  will  be  found  in  a  summary 
form  in  this  report,  but  the  tables  are  omitted  and  printed  in  pamphlet 
form. 

Seven  new  comparative  tables  published  for  the  past  two  years,  and 
several  new  ones,  nave  been  carefully  prepared  and  will  be  found  herein 
and  indexed  under  the  head  of  "special  tables." 

TRACK  MILEAGE  IN  MICHIGAN. 

The  miles  of  track  operated  in  Michigan  is  stated  at  7,565.08,  or  7.27 
miles  less  than  in  1893.  The  miles  of  track  owned  is  7,512.50,  or  an 
inorease  of  0.67  miles  over  the  year  1893.  This  is  35.76  per  cent  of  the 
entire  track  mileage  of  companies  reporting  to  this  office. 

The  mileage  of  sidings  and  spurs  in  Michigan  is  2,073.69  miles,  an 
increase  of  37.55  over  the  preceding  year.  The  amount  of  double  track 
reported  is  143.96,  an  inorease  of  2.46  miles;  computed  as  a  single  track, 
we  have  in  Michigan  9,730.15  miles,  as  against  9,689.48  miles  for  the  pre- 
vious year;  inorease,  40.67  miles. 

The  following  statement  exhibits  in  detail  the  inorease  or  decrease  of 
track  in  Michigan  as  reported  by  the  several  companies  for  the  year  1894.

The  foregoing  statement  shows  that  the  average  of  track  laid  each  year 
has  been  131.80  miles.  The  report  for  1888  gives  the  average  from  1838 
to  1887  inclusive  as  115.36.  This  indicates  that  the  average  has  increased 
16.44  miles  in  seven  years.

PRIVATE  LOGGING  ROADS. 


In  addition  to  the  track  owned  and  operated  by  the  companies  organized 
and  incorporated  under  the  General  Railroad  Laws  of  Michigan,  there  are 
several  hundred  miles  of  railroad  using  steam  power,  owned  and  controlled 
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by  private  parties  or  corporations.  It  is  believed  that  some  of 'these  roads 
largely  escape  taxation  for  the  reason  that  they  do  not  pay  a  specific  tax 
on  gross  earnings,  the  same  as  other  roads  which  are  nnder  the  General 
railroad  law,  but  are  subject  to  taxation  on  assessed  valuation  the  same 
as  other  property  by  the  assessing  officer  of  the  locality  thromgh  which 
they  run.  They  escape  assessment  from  the  fact  that  the  local  authorities 
assume  that  all  railroads  pay  a  specific  tax  to  the  State  whether  organized 
under  the  general  railroad  law  or  not  Generally  speaking,  they  ignore 
the  police  regulations  of  the  State  enacted  for  the  protection  of  railroad 
employes,  and  in  the  interest  of  safety  and  justice  to  the  taxpayers  these 
roads  should  be  brought  under  the  general  railroad  laws  for  police  regula- 
tions and  taxation  purposes. 

Since  the  last  report  of  this  department  was  issued,  the  State  Board  of 
Railroad  Crossings  has  approved  maps  of  the  following  new  lines  of  road, 
some  of  which  are  already  completed  or  under  construction  and  will  be 
ready  for  operation  before  the  end  of  this  year:

$1,066,628.37  over  the  last  report.

EARNINGS  OF  TEE  RAILROADS  IN  MICHIGAN. 

Believing  that  the  people  of  the  State  are  more  particularly  interested 
in  the  amount  earned  by  the  railroads  in  Michigan,  a  table  is  herein  pub- 
lished for  the  first  time  showing  the  earnings  of  "Michigan  in  detail  An 
effort  will  be  made  in  the  future  to  show  the  rate  per  ton  per  mile,  and  the 
rate  per  passenger  per  mile,  exclusively  for  Michigan. 
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It  will  be  noticed  by  the' foregoing  table  that  the  earnings  for  Michigan 
for  the  year  1894,  amount  to  $29,522,975.71,  or  $3,929.84  per  mile  of  road 
owned  in  Michigan.  Michigan  earnings  for  the  year  1893  were  $36,461,- 
658.96.    This  is  a  decrease  for  1894  of  $6,938,683.25,  or  19.03  per  cent. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES  IN  MICHIGAN. 

The  operating  expenses  for  Michigan  for  1894  were  $23,944,690.47,  or 
$3,187.28  per  mile  of  road  owned  in  Michigan,  and  a  decrease  of  $5,677,- 
266.75,  or  19.16  per  cent  compared  with  the  amount  of  expenses  for  1893.

The  track  sections  number  1,308  of  an  average  length  of   5.74  miles, 
worked  by  gangs  of  3.77  men  to  each  section. 


RAILROAD  CROSSINGS. 

Four  hundred  crossings  are  reported  for  1894  or  200  common  to  two 
roads,  as  each  crossing  is  reported  by  each  road;  of  these  22  are  over  or 
under,  and  178  at  grade. 

HIGHWAY  AND  STREET  CROSSINGS. 

The  number  of  these  exposed  points  has  increased  109  since  our  last 
report  was  issued,  being  now  7,773;  of  these  7,560  were  at  grade  and  213 
over  or  under  the  public  thoroughfares;  514  only  were  protected  by  gates, 
flagmen  or  some  form  of  automatic  signals. 

FENCES. 

Fifty  and  twenty-six  one-hundredth  miles  of  new  fencing  was  completed 
during  1894,  there  being  10,262.21  miles  of  fencing  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
leaving  1,832.49  miles,  most  of  it  in  the  Upper  Peninsula,  yet  to  be  built. 

STATIONS  AND  EMPLOYES  IN  MICHIGAN. 

There  are  1,514  stations  in  Michigan,  an  average  of  one  station  for  each 
496  miles  of  track  owned  in  this  State. 
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The  number  of  employee  in  Michigan,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  was 
23,458,  a  decrease  of  3,307  from  1893. 

The  character  and  efficient  standard  of  the  employes  has  been  main- 
tained and  is  very  creditable  to  themselves  and  a  source  of  gratification  to 
the  people  of  the  State. 


TRACK  RENEWALS. 


BAILS. 


Forty- three  thousand  eight  hundred  thirty-one  and  eleven  one-hun- 
dredths  tons  of  new  rail,  relaying  392.32  miles,  were  placed  in  the  tracks 
in  Michigan  during  the  year  1894. 

'  TIBS. 

The  total  number  of  ties  placed  in  the  tracks  in  this  State  during  1894 
was  2,498,090,  being  an  average  of  332  per  mile  of  road. 

BRIDGES. 

At  the  close  of  1894  the  number  of  bridge  structures  reported  upon  the 
railroads  in  this  State  was  3,077,  having  a  linear  length  of  368,585  feet,  or 
69.80  miles.  This  was  one  bridge  or  trestle  averaging  119  feet  in  length 
for  each  2.44  miles  of  track  owned.  Great  credit  is  due  to  engineers  and 
superintendents  in  charge  for  the  creditable  manner  in  which  this  exten- 
sive bridge  system  has  been  maintained.

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ACCIDENTS. 

The  total  number  of  accidents  involving  loss  of  life  or  serious  bodily 
injury  was  393,  a  decrease  of  373  or  48.69  per  cent  from  1893.  This  was 
one  accident  for  each  287,474  miles  run  and  one  for  each  122,554  passen- 
gers carried.  The  number  of  fatal  accidents  occurring  was  129,  a  decrease 
of  71  from  the  year  previous.  The  number  injured  was  264,  a  decrease  of 
302  from  the  previous  report.  Classified,  we  have  the  following  summary 
showing  the  character  and  number  of  persons  killed  and  injured  during 
the  year  1894:

Out  of  the  entire  number,  69  are  reported  to  have  been  the  result  of 
unavoidable  accident,  the  remainder  resulting  from  lack  of  caution,  negli- 
gence and  trespassers  upon  track;  22  intoxicated  people,  6  suicides  and  101 
trespassers  were  killed  or  injured.

A  new  edition  of  the  State  railroad  map  has  been  prepared,  under  the 
supervision  of  this  department,  and  shows  all  changes  in  county  and  town- 
ship boundaries,  also  change  of  names,  together  with  names  of  stations 
and  all  new  lines  of  railroad  completed  up  to  the  month  of  September,  1895. 


TAXATION. 

The  specific  taxes  payable  to  the  State  Treasurer,  July  1, 1895,  by  the 
railroad  corporations  doing  business  in  this  State  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
December  31, 1894,  were  $676,136.18;  compared  with  the  previous  year  it 
was  a  decrease  of  $134,920.47,  or  about  16.63  per  cent.  The  amount  pay- 
able by  railroads  operating  under  special  charters  was  $71,915,  as  follows:

The  Michigan  Central  and  the  Grand  River  Valley  were  assessed  under 
the  general  railroad  law  for  the  first  time,  and  are  discontinued  as  special 
•harter  roads,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  payment  of  taxes.  The  last  named 
road  has  been  reorganized  and  comes  under  the  general  railroad  law  for 
all  purposes.

The  variation  in  track  mileage  from  last  year  is  hardly  appreciable.  The 
miles  of  road  owned  by  corporations  reporting  to  this  department  for  1894, 
were  21,004.27,  an  increase  upon  the  figures  of  the  preceding  year  of  1487 
miles.  The  miles  of  road  operated  at  the  close  of  the  year  were  23,010.81, 
an  increase  of  17.66  miles  oyer  1893.

$1,083,544,744.85,  being  $51,585.77  per  mile  of  road,  and  an  increase  of 
$4,648,015.15,  or  4.30  per  cent,  and  $183.79  or  0.35  per  cent  respectively. 

The  excess  of  stock  and  debt  over  cost  is  $58,777,176.77  or  $2,798.28  per 
mile  of  road. 
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COST. 

The  total  cost  of  the  properties  belonging  to  the  corporations  reporting 
to  this  department  up  to  the  close  of  1894,  is  $1,024,767,568.08;  per  mile 
of  road,  $48,787.49.  This  was  an  increase  upon  the  figures  of  the  preceding 
report  of  $5,067,241.42  and  $205.81,  respectively.  The  proportion  of  cost 
for  Michigan  is  $300,620,020.45,  an  increase  of  $1,066,628  37  over  the  last 
report.  The  Michigan  proportion  of  cost  is  now  29.33  per  cent  of  the 
whole.  The  total  reported  cost  of  the  properties  is  9457  per  cent  of  the 
stock  and  debt,  thus  showing  an  excess  of  the  latter  over  the  former  of  5.43 
per  cent,  and  still  uncomfortably  in  excess  of  cost  of  property  per  mile  of 
road.

The  Alpena  &  Northern,  Hancock  &  Calumet,  and  Pontiac,  Oxford 
&  Northern,  are  the  only  three  roads  located  entirely  within  the  State 
of  Michigan;  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St  Paul,  Chicago  <fc  North- 
western, and  the  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  &  St  Louis  operate 
only  a  very  small  mileage  in  this  State.  Only  about  39.76  per  cent  of 
the  mileage  operated  by  the  Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  railway 
is  in  Michigan,  and  about  69.34  per  cent  of  the  Michigan  Central  lies 
in  the  State.

The  equipment  reports  of  the  railroad?  reporting  to  this  department  for 
1894,  place  the  estimated  value  of  equipments  at  the  Bum  of  $60,032,944.38, 
deducting  the  mileage  of  the  roads  that  failed  to  report  valuation  of  equip- 
ment,  the  estimated  value  per  mile  of  road  operated  is  $3,672.64.

The  high  standard  characteristic  of  Michigan  roads  has  been  maintained 
and  but  few  accidents  have  been  reported  during  the  year  by  reason  of 
poor  and  deficient  rolling  stock. 


PERMANENT  WAT. 


The  amount  expended  for  maintenance  of  way  and  buildings  was  $17,- 
885,306.23.     Work  upon  the  permanent  way  has  been  active  during  the 
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year  and  the  tracks,  bridges,  buildings  and  other  structures  are  reported 
as  generally  in  good  condition  of  repair. 

TRESTLES. 

Nineteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty- eight  feet  of  trestle  was 
replaced  with  earthwork  during  1894;  this  is  a  large  increase  over  the  pre- 
ceding year*  If  this  class  of  betterment  is  continued  with  the  same 
persistency  the  danger  from  this  source  will  largely  be  done  away  with. 

CULVERTS. 

The  total  number  of  culverts  replaced  with  new  was  445,  of  these  196 
were  replaced  with  iron  or  stone;  134  with  sewer  pipe  and  115  were  rebuilt 
with  timber.  The  renewals  of  culverts  with  iron,  stone  or  sewer  pipe  are 
desirable  improvements,  but  the  renewal  with  timber  is  of  questionable 
economy. 

TIES. 

The  total  number  of  ties  placed  in  21,004.27  miles  of  road  owned  by 
corporations  reporting  to  this  department  for  1894,  was  4,784,269. 

STATIONS  AND   EMPLOYES. 

The  whole  number  of  stations  reported  was  4,629,  of  which  1,514  are  in 
Michigan ;  an  average  of  one  station  for  each  496  miles  of  track  owned  in 
this  State. 

The  number  of  employes  reported  was  89,586,  a  decrease  of  11,377  from 
the  year  previous.  The  number  of  employes  in  Michigan  at  the  close 
of  1894  was  23,458,  a  decrease  of  3,307  from  1893.  The  subjoined  state- 
ment shows  the  classification  of  employes  upon  railroads  operating  in 
Michigan  for  the  year  under  report:

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RAILROAD  AND  STREET  CROSSING  BOARD. 

The  report  of  the  above  named  board  was  placed  in  the  appendix  of  the 
report  of  1894,  giving  a  full  and  complete  account  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  board  for  that  year.  The  business  of  the  board  was  confined  to 
Detroit,  and  all  the  plans  and  specifications  perfected  by  the  board  and 
their  consulting  engineer  (Mr.  Paine)  for  the  separation  of  grades  in  that 
city  was  placed  on  file  with  the  city  attorney  to  be  carried  in  process  of 
enforcement  through  the  courts,  as  provided  oy  law.  No  action  has  been 
taken  by  the  courts  to  carry  out  the  plan  proposed,  so  nothing  has  been 
accomplished  excepting  what  oan  be  seen  on  paper. 

The  legislature  of  1695  amended  the  act  for  the  separation  of  grades, 
but  no  case  has  arisen  during  the  year  requiring  the  action  of  the  board 
under  the  original  or  amended  act. 

No  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  will  be  made  farther  than 
what  is  submitted  here. 

JUDICIAL  DECISION  PENDING. 

A  suit  was  brought  by  Henry  0.  Smith,  of  Adrian,  against  the  Lake 
Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  railway,  by  mandamus,  to  compel*  said  oom- 
pany  to  issue  a  thousand  mile  ticket  good  for  himself  and  family,  in 
accordance  with  act  202,  session  laws  of  1889.  The  case  has  been  argued 
in  the  first  judicial  circuit,  at  Adrian,  and  is  now  awaiting  the  decision  of 
the  judge. 

Numerous  complaints  have  come  to  this  department  that  many  railroads 
of  the  State  are  not  complying  with  the  law  wherein  railroads  are  required 
to  issue  one  thousand  mile  tickets  good  for  the  purchaser,  his  wife  and 
children.  The  State  has,  through  the  Attorney  General  and  Commis- 
sioner of  Railroads,  taken  an  active  part  in  prosecuting  the  case  at 
Adrian,  to  test  the  validity  of  the  law  and  obtain  a  final  decision  in  the 
matter. 

RAILROAD  LAWS. 

The  edition  of  railroad  laws,  compiled  and  published  in  1890,  has  been 
exhausted.  Owing  to  the  constant  demand  for  these  lawB  a  new  compila- 
tion, with  annotations,  has  been  oompiled  by  this  department,  and  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  State  printer. 

OFFICE  PRACTICE. 

The  simplicity  of  practice  in  this  department,  inaugurated  by  former 
commissioners,  has  been  adhered  to.  All  persons  and  corporations  are 
afforded  the  greatest  facility  to  present  to  the  Commissioner  their  com- 
plaints and  requests  that  require  his  official  action.  No  special  forms  are 
required;  a  definite  and  full  statement  of  the  facts  covering  the  ground 
of  complaint  or  request  is  all  that  is  required  to  receive  prompt  attention. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  prevent  the  delay  of  business,  but  much  of  the 
work  is  of  suoh  local  nature  as  to  require  a  personal  inspection  of  the 
physical  conditions  inoident  to  eaoh  particular  case ;  this,  together  with 
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the  time  allowed  for  notices  and  hearings  of  parties  in  interest  causes 
many  times  a  seeming  unnecessary  delay  which  cannot  be  avoided. 

REPORT  OP  MECHANICAL  ENGINEER. 

Your  attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  report  made  by  E.  F. 
Moore,  mechanical  engineer,  of  this  department,  which  will  be  found 
indexed  under  the  above  heading.  It  Reserves  special  mention  for  the 
much  valuable  information  it  contains  in  the  line  of  his  duties.  It  treats 
of  the  physical  condition  of  the  roads,  mechanical  applioanoes  to  promote 
safety  and  such  other  conditions  pertaining  to  structures  and  equipment 
which  come  under  the  supervision  of  this  department. 

CONCLUSION. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  harmonious  relations  exist  between  rail- 
roads and  employes,  although  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  number 
employed  is  much  less  than  in  previous  years.  The  force  has  been 
reduoed  in  three  years  nearly  5,000,  thus  depriving  of  employment  many 
good  men  who  desire  to  make  railroading  a  life  work. 

In  justice  to  the  officers  of  the  several  railroads,  I  take  this  opportunity 
to  express  the  appreciation  of  this  department  for  their  hearty  coopera- 
tion in  all  means  to  improve  the  service,  to  perfect  safety  conditions,  and 
to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  law.  Also  it  should  be  acknowl- 
edged that  they  have  generously  given  every  needed  facility  to  make 
special  and  general  inspections  to  aid  the  Commissioner  in  the  discharge 
or  his  many  duties. 

It  is  due  to  those  associated  with  me  in  this  office  to  mention,  that  they 
have  rendered  intelligent  and  faithful  service  in  carrying  out  the  work 
of  this  department. 

This,  my  third  annual  report,  would  come  far  short  did  I  not  express 
my  thanks  to  you  for  the  wise  counsel  and  moral  support  you  have  given 
me,  during  these  years.

MECHANICAL   ENGINEER'S  REPORT. 


Hon.  S.  R.  Billings,  Commissioner  of  Railroads : 

In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  bee  to  submit  an  abstract  report 'of 
the  general  and  mechanical  condition  or  the  permanent  way,  structures 
and  equipment  of  railroads  in  Michigan,  as  found  to  exist  at  the  time  of 
making  the  annual  inspections,  and  from  data  subsequently  reoeived 
regarding  the  progress  of  improvements  under  way  at  that  time. 

The  general  conditions  of  the  railroads  in  the  State  are  very  satisfac- 
tory, more  extensive  improvements  having  been  made  during  the  year  in 
way  of  rail  and  tie  renewals,  filling  and  permanent  repairs  of  bridges, 
etc.,  than  in  the  previous  year.  Several  special  inspections  of  bridges 
have  been  authorized,  and  in  some  oases  repairs  directed  which  have  been 
satisfactorily  made.  Improved  conditions  regarding  motive  power  and 
oars  are  noted.  Nearly  all  road  locomotives  are  equipped  with  air  brake 
appliances,  and  nearly  all  freight  trains  are  controlled  wholly,  or  partially, 
by  air  brakes.  A  large  percentage  of  freight  oars  have  been  brought  to 
standard  height  of  draw  bar  when  necessary,  and  grab  irons  have  been 
provided  as  required  by  law. 

Automatic  couplers  are  being  provided  for  freight  oars  on  nearly  all  the 
roads  in  the  State  as  fast  as  oiroumstanoes  permit. 

The  provisions  of  act  No.  142,  session  laws  1895,  regarding  bulletin 
boards  at  stations  and  prescribing  information  to  be  given  thereon  rela- 
tive to  time  of  trains,  have  been  generally  complied  with. 

The  general  condition  of  station  buildings  in  the  State,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  or  two  roads,  are  not  equal  in  point  of  adequaoy  or  state  of 
repair  to  the  otherwise  good  passenger  service.  I  am  informed  by  nearly 
all  officers  in  oharge,  that  these  accommodations  will  have  special  atten- 
tion during  the  coming  year. 

SAFETY  APPLIANCES. 

The  status  of  interlocking  switch  and  signal  systems,  iB  generally  good. 
Ninety-two  plants  are  in  operation  in  the  State,  all  of  which  have  Deen 
inspected  and  are  in  good  condition  with  the  exception  of  two  whioh  will 
require  renewal  at  an  early  date.  Two  new  systems  have  been  con- 
structed and  approved  during  the  year  and  extensive  repairs  and  improve- 
ments have  been  made  to  a  large  percentage  of  the  others. 

Owing  to  the  number  of  applications  reoeived  to  discontinue  the  con- 
nections to  distant  signals  of  interlocking  systems,  and  to  make  them 
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fixed  caution  signals,  I  was  direoted  by  you  to  give  the  matter  due  inves- 
tigation and  make  report  thereon,  whioh  I  herewith  reproduce  for  the 
perusal  of  those  interested.

Hon.  S.  R.  Biixings,  Commissioner  of  Railroads : 

Djsab  Sir— Relative  to  attached  correspondence  with  requests  for  permission  to  die- 
continue  the  use  of  connections  to  distant  signals  of  interlocking  systems  at  several 
-crossings  in  this  State,  and  to  fix  such  signals  permanently  in  a  cautionary  position, 
which  you  have  referred  to  me,  I  beg  to  report  that  I  have  canvassed  the  matter 
thoroughly  and  examined  all  the  premises  herein  mentioned. 

The  propositions  involve  a  radical  departure  from  what  has  been  considered  standard 
construction  since  the  introduction  of  interlocked  switch  and  signal  systems  at  import, 
ant  highspeed  crossings. 

The  movable  distant  signal,  as  constructed  and  operated,  is  certainly  liable  to  be 
more  misleading  than  positive  in  indication  to  the  engineer  of  an  approaching  train, 
unless  it  is  electrically  locked  in  the  tower  so  as  to  preclude  ^he  possibility  of  route  or 
aignals  being  changed  until  train  has  passed  the  crossing.  It  is  conceded  that  there  is 
a  tendency  to  too  high  speed  over  interlocked  crossings,  also  that  towermen  are  liable 
to  error,  as  been  shown  in  a  number  of  instances  of  late,  when,  through  negligence  or 
misapprehension,  they  have  changed  the  signals  and  opened  the  derail  switch  after 
engine  has  passed  the  distant  signal,  causing  damage  and  delay,  but  happily  no  loss  of 
life  or  limb. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  on  all  heavy  traffic  and  high  speed  lines  at  important  inter- 
locked crossings,  the  distant  signals  should  be  operated  and  electrically  locked  as 
stated  above,  believing  this  to  be  perfect  and  .safe  signaling  under  all  conditions  or 
rates  of  speed. 

As  distant  signals  may  be  run  by  when  set  in  any  position,  and  are  therefore  simply 
a  marker  showing  distance  from  derailer,  and  as  the  engineer  governing  the  speed  of 
approaching  train  can  have  no  knowledge  or  control  of  the  handling  of  them.  I  take 
the  position  that  it  will  be  best  for  the  interests  of  both  railroad  companies  ana  train- 
men to  place  all  distant  signals  in  a  fixed  position  of  caution,  unless  electrically  looked, 
and  that  practice  in  this  regard  should  be  uniform  at  all  crossings,  as  varying  conditions 
in  so  important  a  matter  as  signaling  is  not  conducive  to  safety. 

I  suggest  that,  inasmuch  as  seperate  and  conditional  orders  of  approval  have  been 
issued  on  all  interlocking  plants,  the  above  and  like  cases  be  modified  by  speoific 
•order  in  each  case.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  several  modifications  authorized  by  you  in  this  regard,  have  proven 
very  satisfactory,  and  are  generally  approved  by  officers  and  employes, 
especially  in  localities  where  the  speed  of  trains  is  necessarily  slow,  and 
switching  yards  where  wire  connections  are  an  element  of  danger  to 
switchmen  and  trainmen. 

STREET  AND  STEAM  RAILROAD  CROSSINGS. 

By  the  provisions  of  act  No.  171,  session  laws  1893,  twenty- two  new 
grade  crossings  of  electric  street  or  urban  railway  lines  across  the  tracks 
of  steam  railroads  have  been  approved  and  specifications  furnished  for 
same,  whioh  included  manner  of  construction,  height  of  trolley  wires  and 
pattern  of  crossing  frog,  of  whioh  approved  plans  are  gn  file  in  this  offioe. 
At  eight  of  these  crossings  meohanical  protection  has  been  ordered  in 
•consideration  of  the  amount  of  traffic,  speed  of  trains  and  obscurity  of 
vision  at  point  of  crossing. 
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The  question  of  adequate  or  feasible  mechanical  protection  for  this 
class  of  crossings,  where  traffic  is  heavy  and  crossing  almost  constantly 
in  use,  has  been  the  subject  of  serious  consideration.  Visits  have  been 
made  to  several  cities  where  mechanical  appliances  are  in  use  for  the  pur- 
pose of  inspection  and  observation  of  effect,  and  several  meetings  of  man- 
aging and  signal  officers  of  lines  crossing  at  important  points  in  the  city 
of  Detroit  have  been  held  at  which  plans  and  estimates  were  fully 
discussed. 

INTERLOCKING  OPERATED  BY  ELECTRICITY. 

This  class  of  machinery  deserves  special  mention,  being  a  departure 
from  the  old  methods  of  construction  and  operation  of  interlocking  appli- 
ances at  railroad  orossings. 

Special  inspections  of  two  of  these  interlocking  machines  in  practical 
operation  of  derailers,  switches  and  signals  have  been  made.  They 
demonstrate  that  the  principles  involved  in  these  devices  are  worthy  of 
consideration,  the  record  of  their  use  having  proved  very  satisfactory. 

The  electrical  feature  in  construction  precludes  the  necessity  of  excava- 
tion, disturbing  the  traoks  or  tearing  up  street  pavements,  also  obviates 
the  ill  effects  from  action  of  frost. 

The  cost  of  oosntruotion,  as  compared  with  interlocking  machinery  now 
in  use,  is  claimed  to  be  much  less,  but  the  operation  will  be  more  expen- 
sive, owing  to  the  cost  of  power  to  generate  the  electric  current,  though 
this  last  named  objection  would  largely  disappear  and  make  the  device 
especially  adapted  to  the  protection  of  steam  and  electric  railway  oross- 
ings where  the  power  for  operating  the  machine  can  be  drawn  with  little 
expense  from  the  electric  railway  line. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  use  of  devices  for  this  purpose  are  as  yet 
largely  experimental,  it  was  deoided  that  a  mechanical  interlocking  appli- 
ance should  be  provided  in  the  near  future  at  the  Detroit  Citizens'  Street 
Railway  crossing  of  the  M.  C.  R.  R.,  L.  S.  &  M.  S.  R'y  and  C.  &  G.  T. 
R'y  on  Grand  River  avenue  at  Detroit,  and  the  utility  of  the  device  demon- 
strated by  practical  use.  The  plan  consists  of  signals  on  steam  roads, 
derailers  and  signals  on  street  railway,  properly  interlocked,  and  the  sys- 
tem, including  crossing  gates,  to  be  operated  from  a  tower  by  a  joint 
employe.  Other  devices  which  have  been  ordered  consist  of  derailers  in 
street  railway  traoks  constructed  to  automatically  remain  open,  and  to  be 
operated  by  a  lever  placed  at  the  best  point  of  vision  of  approaching  trains 
on  steam  traoks,  derailers  to  be  handled  by  conductor  after  street  oars 
have  been  stopped. 

WIRE  LINE  CROSSINGS. 

The  general  inspections  of  trolley,  electric  power  and  light,  telegraph 
and  telephone  wire  orossings  of  steam  railroads,  made  in  compliance  with 
your  orders,  have  involved  considerable  time  and  labor.  All  new  wire 
line  orossings,  for  which  you  have  furnished  specifications,  that  have  been 
finished  and  inspected  have  been  found  satisfactory.  These  specifications 
stipulate  the  height  of  wire  above  track,  the  length  of  span  between  poles 
at  crossing,  double  cross  arms  and  steel  pins  for  insulators. 
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A  large  number  of  crossings  that  were  in  existence  before  the  law  regu- 
lating them  took  effect  are  found  to  be  without  the  double  cross  arms  and 
steel  pins,  as  required  by  you,  and  instances  are  noted  where  new  cross- 
ings have  been  made  without  the  required  application,  etc.,  and  specifica- 
tion for  construction  of  same. 

Such  of  these  oases  as  have  come  to  our  notioe  have  been  reported  and 
the  necessary  compliance  required. 

NEW  HIGHWAY  CROSSINGS.   - 

By  your  direction,  a  large  number  of  inspections  have  been  made,  rela- 
tive to  the  construction  of  new  highway  crossings,  both  preliminary  to 
the  issue  of  plans  and  specifications  as  required  by  act  No.  145,  session 
laws  1893,  and  subsequent  to  construction  of  same.  All  crossings  that 
have  been  finished  and  inspected  have  been  approved. 

ACCIDENTS  BY  DERAILMENT. 

Two  derailments  of  locomotives  on  passenger  trains  occurred  during 
the  year,  each  of  which  were  attended  with  fatal  result  to  enginemen. 
On  April  13,  1895,  train  No.  8  on  P.  &  P.  M.  R.  R.  was  derailed  while 
running  at  usual  rate  of  speed  at  Y  switoh  one  mile  south  of  Freesoil, 
fatally  injuring  fireman  Fred  Graham.  The  investigation  (full  report  of 
which  is  on  file)  led  to  the  conclusion  that  engine  truck  left  the  track  at 
switoh  point,  and  was  caused  by  sharp  or  worn  flange  on  leading  truok 
wheel  of  locomotive.  In  view  of  the  faot  that  many  wheels  in  engine 
trucks  are  found  to  be  badly  worn,  you  direoted  that  the  matter  be 
referred  to  the  American  Master  Mechanics'  Association,  asking  informa- 
tion on  the  following  points,  viz.  : 

1st.  Give  extreme  limit  of  flange  wear  consistent  with  safety  in  oast  or 
steel  tired  engine  truok  wheels; 

2d.  What  system  of  inspection  will  oonduoe  to  the  best  knowledge  and 
record  of  condition  of  such  wheels  at  all  times? 

3d.  Should  locomotive  passenger  equipment,  especially  engine  truok 
wheels,  be  especially  treated  in  this  regard? 

4th.   Any  other  information  or  advice  pertinent  to  this  case. 

The  matter  was  presented  to  the  above  named  association  at  their  annual 
session  on  June  19,  1895,  at  Alexandria  Bay,  N.Y.,  and  was  considered 
of  such  importance  that  it  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  to  report 
at  the  next  session. 

On  Sept.  13,  the  locomotive  drawing  train  No.  19  on  M.  C.  R.  R  jumped 
the  track  on  a  two  degree  curve  just  east  of  Marshall,  fatally  injuring 
Engineer  Geo.  Pepitt.  At  an  investigation  it  was  found  that  there  was 
no  fault  in  the  track  at  point  of  derailment;  that  the  locomotive  was  in 
good  condition  as  to  wheels,  flanges  and  bearings,  and  the  accident  could 
not  have  occurred  from  defects  in  this  line.  The  engine  was  of  the  ten 
wheel  type  and  there  was  considerable  speculation  as  to  the  distribution 
and  equalization  of  weight  on  the  wheels,  especially  on  engine  truok. 
Experimental  trials  were  made  with  engines  of  same  class  under  adverse 
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conditions,  on  track  with  extreme  curvature  and  excessive  elevation, 
running  at  different  rates  of  speed,  with  rear  driving  springs  relieved  of 
weight  and  other  abnormal  conditions. 

The  investigation  led  to  the  conclusion  that  the  accident  was  not  due  to 
mechanical  failure,  but  must  have  occurred  by  reason  of  some  obstruc- 
tion left  purposely  or  inadvertently  on  the  track. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  aotion  of  the  officers  of  rail- 
roads in  Michigan,  in  affording  special  facilities  for  making  mechanical 
inpeotions,  also  of  the  general  compliance  by  train  employes,  with  the 
requirements  of  police  regulations  regarding  the  movement  of  trains.

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  provisions  of  act  No.  142,  session  laws 
1896,  entitled 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  bulletining  of  the  arrival  of  passenger  trains. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  every  corporation » 
company  or  person,  operating  a  railroad  within  this  State  shall,  immediately  after  the 
taking  effect  of  this  act,  caused  to  be  place  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  each  passenger 
depot  of  such  company,  located  at  any  station  in  this  State,  at  whioh  there  is  a  tele- 
graph office,  a  blackboard  of  suitable  size,  upon  which  such  company  or  person  shall 
cause  to  be  written,  at  least  twenty  minutes  before  the  schedule  time  for  the  arrival  of 
each  passenger  train  stopping  upon  such  route  at  such  station,  the  fact  whether  such 
train  is  on  schedule  time  or  not,  and  if  late,  how  much,  and  the  station  at  whioh  such 
train  was  when  report  was  received:  Provided  also.  That  any  passenger  train  not 
more  than  five  minutes  late  shall  be  deemed  to  be  on  time  as  to  the  operation  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  each  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  failing  to  report  or  in 
making  a  false  report,  such  corporation,  company  or  person  so  neglecting  or  so  refusing 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars,  together  with  all  taxable  costs,  to  be  recovered  in  a  civil  action  to  be  prosecuted 
by  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  in  which  the  neglect  or  refusal  occurs,  in 
the  name  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  whioh  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  county  in  which 
such  proceedings  are  had,  and  shall  be  part  of  the  common  school  fund.

The  Hoi  linger  Smooth  Wire  Fence  Company  having  made  application  for  the  official 
approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads,  of  the  Holunger  smooth  wire  fence,  so  called, 
to  be  used  bv  railroads  for  right  of  way  fence,  and  having  made  a  personal  inspection  and 
test  of  said  fence  and  being  satisfied  that  the  same  is  equal  in  strength,  closeness  of 
construction  and  efficiency  to  prevent  the  passage  of  all  stock  through  the  same,  and  is 
of  the  height  of  the  standard  fence  now  required  by  law, 

Therefore,  By  virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  me  by  section  14,  article  IV,  act  No. 
198,  laws  of  1873,  and  acta  amendatory  thereof,  as  amended  by  act  No.  26,  article  IV, 
laws  of  1889,  authorities  hereby  granted  to  the  railroad  companies  of  this  State  to  use 
the  said  Hollinger  smooth  wire  fence  for  fencing  their  respective  rights  of  way,  sub- 
ject to  the  following  conditions: 

Railroad  companies  using  this  fence  will  be  required  to  comply  with  the  law  for  rail- 
road fence  as  to  height,  posts  and  setting  the  same  and  leveling  the  inequalities  of 
ground  under  the  fence,  provided  that  the  posts  used  in  the  construction  may  be  placed 
at  a  distance  of  16  feet  apart  from  center  to  center.  The  fence  to  be  constructed  in 
accordance  with  the  following  specifications:  The  fence  to  consist  of  nine  (9)  steel 
wires  of  No.  9  gauge.  These  wires  to  be  placed  3  inches,  6  inches,  10  inches,  14  inches, 
19  inches,  25  inches,  33  inches,  43  J£  inches  and  54  inches,  from  the  ground  respectively. 
There  shall  also  be  four  (4)  wrapped  or  immovable  stays  placed  between  each  post, 
making  five  equal  spaces  as  near  as  may  be.  Stays  to  be  constructed  of  No.  9  steel 
wire.
